The day following the scene at Casr el 
Nil havent up to the room of a very dear 
friend.

We talked of cholera, our chances and 
our future, our day's work and 
thus we took siesta and smoked until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon when I left to at- 
tend to some work out at Abbasseyich, a 
military station some four miles distant 
from the city. | 

At 4:30 o'clock that afternoon I was re- 
turning leisurely, when, entering the inner 
gates of the citadel in which Graut's 
rooms were situated, I met a party of men 
carrying a stretcher. Instantly, of course, 
I thought of cholera, and, iriding up, I 
asked who they were carrying. man 
whom I well knew turned down the cover- 
ing from off the silent figute, and there, 
distorted and dead, black with the convul- 
sions of pain, and with his knees gathered 
close up to his chin, lay poor Will Grant, 
the great, strong, happy man I had left 
but two hours and a half before. The 
Gramps seized him, they said, about an 
hour after I left him, and after an-hour’s 
awful suffering he died unconscious. 

This brought me face to face with 
cholera, whose terrible form we all learned 
to know so well in the next few weeks. 

A week later I had the cholera, but only 
in its milder form, in common with nearly 

one in that doomed city. For two 
weeks, unattended by any physician, I 
grew weaker and weaker, while one by 
one boon companions and friends dropped 
off, and I, only remember them now as 
something that mysteriously passed away, 
I Knew not' when or how. 
Then for me the crisis came. The day 


before I slipped three rings, one of whieh 
nad been my mother’s, and give. 
my best of friends—my “chum’—as my 


old folks at home, should he survive. We 
both lived to tell the tale. 

After that we moved to the heights 
above Cairo, where we camped for six 
weeks. Morning after morning we would 
stand on the Mohkattam hills and watch 
the dreary procession of fimerals and 
deadenrts moving out from the city into 
the desert, in which 40,000 bodies of those 
who died from cholera were buried, or, 
rather, covered with the hot sand. 

Once or twice I passed through ‘the city 
and through the Esbekieyeh, where, a few 
weeks before, I had found comfort in the 
hum of busy life. Now all was still. Here 
and there a figure wandered aimlessly and 
Now the turn of a street revealed 
the ghastly deadcart and its ghastlier bur- 


den, but the cafes were closed, tne smokers 


and the drinkers gone, and even the foun- 
tains in the garden seemed to sing a song 
of “mourning, desolation and woe.”

First Christian Church. 

At the Christian church yesterday there was 
more than the usually large congregation. Mr. 
Williamson preached an earnest, searching 
sermon on the theme, “Blindness—Its Cause 
and Cure,“ under the three presentations of 
physical, mental and spiritual blindness. 

He told of the sadness of physical blindness, 
how God had filled the world with beauty and 
how this external beauty may influence our 
lives, but must be seen to be felt. He told of 
the beautiful pietures painted in the glory of 
the clouds, that even the poorest may enjoy 
if they only have sight; and declared that he 
never would spend his time looking for the 
thorns amid the roses, the shadows amid the 
brightness, or the spots on the sun while God 
should biess him with such views of the beau- 
tiful. He wondered not that Christ while on 
the earth had turned ever with sympathy to 
the blind man. He thought it was no wonder 
n was constantly opening the eyes of 

ze blind. 

As Mr. Williamson described the beauties of 
nature,especially in the banks of the clouds, 
the sight of which the blind are ever depriv- 
ed, one could not doubt that he, like Ruskin, 
would have the world read the hand-painting 
of God in the sky; indeed, like ngsley, 
would have all believe— 

Those clouds are angel robes. That flery west 
Is passe with smiling faces.“ 

Physical blind ess is bad, ut mental 
blindness is worse, the speaker said, for, ac- 
cording to his belief, the likeness cf God in 
men is not physical, but mental and moral. 
Thought is imperishable. The argument of 
design in creation has never been successfully 
assailed and to be mentally blind to the beau- 
tiful world of truth is one of the greatest ca- 
lamities. To have one's thought dwarfted, 
darkened, when God bas asked (for 
high thinking and high living is sad- 
ness indeed: yet with blinding men- 
tal vieion men grope in the darkness 
because they seek not the light of mental cul- 
ture.“ } 

But spiritual blindaess—of this Mr. William- 
son's remarks were pathos itself. He told 
how, us recorded im the text, ‘Fhe god of 
this world has blinded their eyes;“ how man 
is blinded by a love of the pleasures of the 
world, by a selfish desire to live for himself. 

He asked: “If our eyes were opened what 
would we see?’ aud answered, We would see 
things as they are. We ought to pray God 
to open our eyes. But do you wish your eyes 
opened? If you were physically blind you 
would wish your eyes opened. If mentally 
blind you we nd wish your eyes opened. If your 
spiritual eyes were opened you would see many 
— You wonld see that every man in 
Georgia is a brother. From the top of some 
lookout mountain you would see seven states 
and know all men there as your brothers. 
You would extend your vision and realize that 
all the United States and then all the world 
is your brother. i 

“Do you remember the dividing line? In- 
asmuch as ye have done it unto the least of 
these my brethren ye have done it unto me. 
Let us use our time for God, my brethren. 
Let us use our influence for God. Let us_use 
our gold for God. Let us speak to men, plead 
with men, win men to Christ. Now ts the gc- 
cepted time, not for the sinner only, but for 
the Christian as well. 

“Let us stand by the wayside and pray God 
to open our eyes and show us the opportuni- 
ties in our lives,” and with this appeal to

Nor is it even a good rule to judge tim 


by the character of the house in which he. 


lives. 

Men, half clad and apparently half 
starved, with their toes protruding out of 
their shoes and their garments made out of 
relics that other people have thrown aside, 
move quietly along the streets of Atlanta 
from day to day, and few people even stop 
to inquire into their real circumstances. 

It is generally supposed, and not without 
good reason, that such characters are er- 
actly what they seem, were puppets of for- 
tune and victims of that famine that pov- 
erty often spreads in the midst of plenty. 

The houses in which they live—if indeed 
such local habitations can be dignified by 
the application of such a term—ate like 
themselves, scedy-looking and worn out. 
They are patchwork palaces constructed 
out of old barrels, waste timber and frag- 
ments of evry description. The window 
shutters get angry if the least gust of wind 
strikes them full fn the face, but very often 
the wind is kept out by the stuffing of old 
rags in the frame and the effect of the blast 
is broken. The apartments are desolate, 
and the waut of comforts, nay even of nec- 
essary things, is such that it scarcely seems 
possible for a mau with a beating pulse and 
with warm blood to inhabit such a dreary 
place. 

Such homes, however, or rather hovels— 
for the word “home” should never be as- 
sociated with places in which there is no 
beauty—may be found in many parts of 
Atlanta, Hobo Hollow, Elbow Bend and 
many other districts are full of these pauper 
mansions. Their inmates, in the great 
majority of cases, are wretched in the very 
extreme of woc. Their wants are real, 
and their cup of sorrow is full of the gall 
and the wormwood of life. 

But “appearances are often deceptful, 
aud every man who plays in the role of 
a pauper is not in reality the pauper he 
seems. It is passing strange that a man 
will endure the ills of starvation and make 
his bed with the outcast and the lowly 
just for the sake of hoarding his money. 
It looks as if he held a grudge against the 
world and was trying to gather in its money 
not for the pleasure it might be to him, 
but merely for the sake of depriving others 
of a few dimes or a few paltry dollars. 
Yet there are many such men, and are liv- 
ing in Atlanta. They could easily afford 
to dress in style and many of them could 
live on Peachtree, but they prefer to deco- 
rate themselves in rags, aud, in order to 
accumulate their savings, they are willing 
to accept the ostracism that society jinposes 
upon the destitute.. 

“Poor fellow,” is the frequent ejacula- 
tion that comes from the heart of the 
passer-by as one of these ragged pluto- 
crats is observed in moving along the street. 
1 am glad I'm better of than that poor 
devil.“ Another man will observe with a 
slight touch of pharasaism. He looks like 
the lam of seed time.” Says another man 
‘no doubt he is reaping the whirlwind for 
his farly dissipation and folly.“ Nobody 
appears to be gifted with the insight that 
is needed to etrate the veil. and dis- 
cover behind the ragged disguise the real 
man that is hidden. rs 

It rarely occurs to the superficial observer 
that such a man may be ‘worth a great 
deal of money, that he may be in fact a 
sort of Monte Cristo, worth hundreds of 
dollars that are buried under the northeast 
corner of the house, or hidden under the 
bricks of the fireplace. ‘ 

Two young men were walking down 
Alabama street the other day, talking and 
laughing in a friendly way, when their at- 
tention was arrested by a queer-lookinug ob- 
ject that darted out from one of the alleys 
that opened upon the street. It appeared 
to be a man, but there was room for grave 
uncertaiuty in regard to the matter. He 
had — * been a man in his younger 
days, but time and privation had wrought 
a great change in. his outward appearance, 
He appeared to be as poor as a man ever 
gets to be and to have lost much of the 
image of his creator—and as such he ap- 
pealed to the sympathy of one of the men. 

“Poor old man,” said he, half audibly, 
det me give him a quarter,” and rege = 
his hand in his pocket he was going to pul 
out the coin when the clutch of his friend 
arrested him. : 

“Why, you fool you,” said he, “don’t you 
know that fellow. He's got a house and 
lot and can buy you over a dozen times.“ 
The money was not disturbed, and they 
quietly resumed their walk. 

A street car driver who lived in Atlanta 
a few years ago, but who has now moved 
to another city, was said to be worth in 
the neighborhood of 625.000. Yet he worked 
away like the other drivers and “whooped 
up” his mules as if be was the poorest 
man in the company's employ. , 

Another good story is told of a car 
greaser who was worth upwards of 
and who stuck fo his occupation -as if he 
was dependent upon it for bis living.
